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condition, and informing the compensation datastore based on the pre-compensated throttle 
area and the sensed vehicle condition; pre-compensated and a throttle area compensation 
module communicating with the compensation datastore, receiving the pre-compensated 
throttle area, and determining a compensated throttle area based on the pre-compensated 
throttle area and a corresponding compensation value of the compensation data store.
